Tolstoy_on the War 


' &he London Times gives prominence 
to the long article by Count Tolsioi 
en the war. Extracts from it are: 

Again war, again sufferings, neces- 
gary to nobody, utterly uncalled for; 
again fraud, again the universal stu- 
pefaction and brutalization of men. 

Men who are separated from each 
other by thousands of miles,  hun- 
dreds of thousands of such men (on 
the one hand—Buddhbists, whose law 
forbids the killing, not only of men, 
but. of animals; on the other hani— 
Christians, professing the law of bro- 
therhood and love) like wild beasts 
oo jJand and on sea are seeking out 
each other in order to kill, torture, 
and mutilate each other in the most 
eruel way. What can this be? Is it 
a @ream or a reality? Something is 
faking place which shouid not, can- 
mot be; one longs to believe that it 
is a dream and to awaken from it. 

But no ,it is not a dream. It is a 
dreadful reality! 

One could yet understand how a 
poor, uneducated, defrauded Japan- 
ese, torn from his field and taught 
that Buddhism consists, not in com- 
passion to all that lives, but in sacri- 
fices to idols; and how a similar 
poor illiterate fellow from the neigh- 
borhood, of Toula or Nijni Novgorod, 
who has been taught that Christian- 
ity consists in worshipping Christ, 
the Madonna, &aints and their ikons 
—one couid understand how these un- 
fortunate men, brought by the vio- 
lence and deceit of centuries to re- 
«ognize the greatest crime in the 
world—the murder of one’s brethren 
--as a virtuous act, can commit these 
dreadful deeds without regarding 
themseives as being guilty in so do- 
ing. 

But how can so-called enlightened 
men preach war, support it, partici- 
pate in it, and worst of all, without 
suffering the dangers of war them- 
selves, incite others to it, sending 
their unfortunate, defrauded brothers 
to fight? These so-called enligh:- 
ened men cannot possibly ignore, I 
do not say the Christian law, if they 
recognize themselves to be Christians, 
but all that has been written, is be- 
ing written, has and is being’ said, 
about the cruelty, futility and sense- 
lesspess of war. They are regarded 
as enlightened men precisely because 
they know all this. The majority of 
them have themselves written and 
spoken about this. 

Something is taking place incom- 
prehensible and impossible in its 
erueity, falsehood and stupidity. The 
Russian Czar, the Same man who ex- 
horted al) the nations in the cause of 
peace, publiciy announces that, not- 
withstanding all his efferis to main- 
fain the peace so dear to his heart 
(eiforts which express themselves in 
the seizing of other people’s lands 
und in the strengthening of armies 
for the defence of these stolen lands) 
he, owing to the attack of the Jap- 
anese, coipmands that the same shall 
be done to the Japanese as they had 
commenced doing to the Russians— 
itt., that ihey should be Slaughtered ; 
and in arnouncing this eaii to mur- 
der he meations God, asking the Di- 
vine blessing on the most dreadful 
crime in the world. The Japanese 
imperor has proclairaed the same 
thing in relation to the Russians,

and cruelty, can possess no other wea- 
pon than brute force, 

STATE OF RUSSIA. 

The papers set forth that, during 
the receptions of the Czar, who is 
travelling about Russia for the pur- 
pose of hypnotizing the men who are 
being sent te murder, indescribable 
enthusiasm is manifested amongst the 
people. As a matter of fact, some- 
thing quite different is being mani- 
fested. From ali sides one hears re- 
ports that in one piace three Reserv- 
ists have hanged themselves; in an- 
other spot two more; in yet another 
about a woman whose husband had 
been taken away, bringing her child- 
ren to the conscription committe room 
and leaving them there; while an- 
other hanged herself in the yard of 
the military commander. All are dis- 


satisfied, gloomy, exasperated. The 
werds, “For the Faith, the King and 
the Fatherland,” the national anthem 
and shouts ef “Hurrah,” no longer act 
upon people as they once did. Another 
warfare of a different kind—the 
struggling consciousness of the deceit 
and sinfulness of the work to which 
people are being called, is more and 
more taking possession of the people. 

Yes, the great strife of our time 
is not that now taking place between 
the Japanese and the Russians, nor 
that which may blaze up between the 
white and yellow races, not that 
strife which is carried on by mines, 
bombs, bullets, but that spiritual 
strife, which without ceasing has 
gone on and is now going on between 
the enlightened consciousness of man- 
kind now waiting for manifestation 
and that darkness and that burden 
which surrounds and oppresses man- 
kind. 

In regard to the special article by 
Leo Tolstoy on the Russo-Japanese 
war published by the Times on Mon- 
day, it may not be generally known 
that there is a Russian colony in Eng- 


land, which conducts a publishing 


concern known as the “Free Age 
Press,” for the publication of Tol- 
stoyan and kindred literature. The 


editor is M. Vladimir Tchertkof£, who 
says of himself that he has been ex- 
jled from his country for being a 
friend and co-worker of Leo Tolstoy, 
and for attempting to disclose the 
truth concerning certain abuses by 
the Russian government. This col- 
ony is now located at Tuckton, near 
Christchurch, Hants, where the press 
occupies a building which was form- 
erly an old water-mill. Close to the 
mill house there is a2 handsorne mod- 
ern building, salled Tuckton House, 
where the Russian colony, some ten 
or eleven in number, under the con- 
trol of M. Tcherktkoff, live and carry 
on the work ot editing and distribut- 
ing the various pubjications. The 
English branch of the “Free Age 
Press” was originally started at Pu- 
leigh, mear Maldon, in Essex, whence 
it was moved to Tuckton some three 
years ago. Only the Russian  ver- 
sion of the books ard pamphiets ars 
printed at Tuckton, the editions in 
English and other ianguages being 
prepared in London, Edinburgh and 
elsewhere. ‘There are other branches 
of the society in Switzerland and con- 
tinental countries, for the “Free 
Press” publishes revolutionary liter- 
atare in all languages and dissemin- 
ates it to all parts of the world.

The Canadian Northwest 
Homestead Regulations 


Any even numbered section of Dc- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excspting 
and 16, which hes not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 
any person who is the sole head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 

ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he mag, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for 
one to make entry for him. 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTi#S.—A settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the emendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
lars: 

(1) At least six months’ residence 
years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to make a homestead entry
